. Miles suys that during an engineering ex-
perience of some six years in Cuba his op-
portunities were ample for testing its merita,
and be found it in all respects superior to the
best Rosendale hydraulic cement for culverts,
drains, tanks or eisterns, or even for roofs
In an experiment to test the strength of this
product, it was found that o block of it, half
& minute in thickness, without sand, and
after immersion in water four months, bore
without crushing, erumbling or splitting a
pressure of fiftesn pounds per square inch. It
is thought that, by theaddition of pulverizing
mills to brickyards, to utilize the waste and
broken bricks, a profitable manufacture
might be carried on,

Why Gold In Jewelry Changes Color,

It is well known that the human body con-
tains humors and ackds, similar in action to
and having a like tendency towarnd baser
metals, as nitric and salphurie acids have,
namely, to tarnish or disolve them, varying
in quality in different persons, Thousands
wear continually, without any ill effects, the
cheaper olass of jowelry, with brass ear
wires, while if others wore the same article
for n fow days they would be troubled with
sore ears, or, in other words, the acids con-
tained in the system would so act on the
brass as to produce ill results, lustances
have ocourred in which articles of jowelry of
any grade below eighteen carnts have been
tarnished in a few days, merely from the
above named cause. True, these instances
are not very frequent; nevertheless, it is as
well to know them. Every caso is not the
fault of the goods not wearing well, as it is
gonorally called, but the result of the partis-
ular constitution of the wearer,

Pure Alr Indieator.

It is estimated that the air in a room be-
comes distinetly bad for health when its car-
bonie acid excoods 1 part in 1,000. Anap-
paratus has been recently patented by Pro-
fessor Wolpert, of Nuremberg, which affords
a measure of the carbonio acld present, Soion-
tifle American gives the following informa-
tion conecerning it: From a vessel containing
a red lquid (soda solution with phenolphtha-
lein) there comes every 100 seconds, through
a siphon arrangement, a red dr IPpon a pres
pared white thread about s foot and a half
long, and trickles down this. DBehind the
thread is ascale beginning with “pure air”
(up to 0.7 per 1,000) at the bottom, and end-
lng above with “extremely bad" (4 to 7 per
1,000 and more) In pure air the drop con-
tinues red down to the bottom, but it loses its
color by the action of carbonic acid, and the
soupner the more there is of that gas present.

Another kind is prepared by
mixing two parts of powdered acotato of
copper, four parts of sal-ammoniac, one part
of lampblack, and twenty parts of water,
Mix well togetber, and shake before using.

Bkl Days

Forks are distinotly mentioned in 1 Samuel,
xiil, 21, In connection with the file which was
v to sharpen the pronge.  In the Penta-
teuch mention is made of “feshi hooks,™ avi-
dontly used for taking the meat out of the
pots or off the pans.  Ateneus mentions the
“fork,™ but (b doos not appear whether (4
moant & bident or o tetdemt, and It is cortain
that the ancient Cirvoks were lgnorant of the
use of the fork while eating, Two hirancehed
Instrumerits weve found st Herenlaneum, bab
they wore not known to be used in any period
of Roman history, The Duke of Burgundy
el forks at table and is sid to bave hisd
two, In his time the lonves were nade round
anid wers placed by the side of the earver,

| who had o podnted oarving knife and askower

of silver or gold which he stuck into the
Joint of meat, and having cut off a plece
placed fv on a slice of brewd, which was
served to the guest on the point of the carv.
ing knife.  This custom still obtaing in many

of Europe. Before the revolution in

oo, whon a gontleman was invited to
dinner it was customary for him to send his
servant with his knife, fork and spoon, or, if
he had po servant, he carried them in his
breoches pocket as a carpenter carries his
rule. The use of forks was not introduced
into England until the time of James I, hav-
ing bean brought from Italy, Thelr use was
ridiculed by many as a superservicable pleco
of finery, Bon Johmson joined in the laugh
against them in his play of “The Devil's
Ase Tt s not difficult, even now, to re-
mamber when the knife only, notwithstands
ing the presence of the fork, was used to con-
vey food to the mouth, showing how diffi
oult it was to get rid of old customs,

Luminons Clock Dials,

There are clook dials so conted with a phos-
phorescent preparation as to absorb sunlight
during the day, and thus be in a measure
lominous at night, but in the opinion of a
large dealer in clocks and watches these dials
are comparative failures, inasimuch as they
1o not retain thelr luminous power for any
great length of time, while the effect of the
phosphorus upon the movement is to tarnish,
sorrode and seriously impair (s usefuluess,
Phosphorus, as (s well known, possossos no
light in itself, but absorbs when placed in the
sunlight the luminosity which it afterward
displays in the dark, therefore such diale
must be placed during the day where they
can get the sunlight, "There isno preparation
on the market, so far as the writer has been
nble to ascertain, which can be applisd to a
dinl, unless it is the simple phosphorus, The
Intter is readily obtainable; but whether its
use upon the face of the clock would secure
even the temporary result desired remains to
be proven, If it is to be experimented with,
care should bo taken to avold touching the
bands or the flgures of the dial, the phos-
phorus being applied to the plain white sur-
facoonly, thus allowing, providing the illumi-
nution is nchieved, the hands and figures to
be sharply defloed agninst the lght,

The art of etching was introduced about
the middle of the Fifteenth century by
Thomns Finlguerra, n Florentine, Its value
met with prompt recognition in France,
Italy and Germany, but it was resorved for
Ilater times to earry it toa state of perfec-
tion. It is nn open seoret that otehing s the
corrosive action of certain pclds on metal
and glass, the plates acted upon baving been
coverad with wax, bearing the design that
bas been wrought with the eteher's needle,
Etching was first regarded ns an industrial
art, but it soon grew to a higher value, re-
producing in graceful freedom and precision
of touch the very feeling of the urtist.

Cleopatra's Needles,

There were two so callod Cleopatra's
needles, They stood originally at Heliopolis
in front of the great Temple of the Bun,
After remaining there 1,600 years they wero
floated down the Nile by the Romans and re-
erocted in 28 B. C. Oue of them was pre
sented by Mahomet All to the British gov-
ernment, and it now stands on the banks of
the Thames in London.  The other was pre-
sented by the khedive to the city of New
York, and in 1850 it was bro®Wght over and
set ap at Contral park in that eity, It is 70
feet high, 7 feet square at the base and
welghs 19 tons,  The size and welght of the
London needle are about the same.

Practionl Divestions In & Graerful and
Uselful Avt—=Appetining Reelpes,

To oarve well mnd gracefully s an envinhla
acoomplishwent in man or woman, Ouoe who
his ot nogquined the polished ard 's sure to
mourn the Inck of It some time or other,
After a sharp knife of suitablo siso, dexter-
ity mnd address in the manner of wing (b s
the chief requidite of good earving, A suf |
flciently high seat and a good seed platter |
facilitate the carver's work very much, For
any thick joint and for a ham, a long, sharp
pointed knife should be ussd; for game or
poultry a shorter knifo is preforabile, Good
Uheor glves some useful suggostions in this
art as follows: ‘

In carving a turkey, out off the wing near
oat flret, then the leg and mcond jolnt; then
slice from the broast, after which (nsert the |
knife ot ween the bones and separate them, |
The side bone liee beside the rump, and the
desired morsel cnn be taken out without sep-
arating the whole bone,

Ducks and chiokens should be placed on
tho dish with the breast uppermont, and the
fork should be “put into b, taking off the |
wings and logs firet, without turning the
fowl; then the “wishbone” should be cut out
#0 as to leave the well browned skin over it,
and a portion of the meat, Then the side
bone should be out off, and the fowl which s
laft in two, from the neck down; the joints
may be divided also,

Partridges may be earved llke other fowls,
but the bhreast and wings are not divided.

Pigoons may be cut in two,

A wirloin of besf should be placed on a dish
with the tenderloln underneath. Thin out
alioos should be taken from the side next the
carver fint, then turned over to out the
tonderloin,

A shoulder of mutton should be cut acros
to the middis of the bone first, and then from
the thickest part till it comes to the gristle,

In a forequarter of lamb soparate the
shoulder from the ribs, then divide the riba

To carve s loin of weal, begin at the unall
and and soparate the ribe. A fillet of veal
should be cut first from the top, In a breast
of venl the brisket and breast must be sep-
arated and then cut in pleces,

A ham may be carved in soveral ways,
First, by cutting long, delicate slices through
the thick fat in the centre down to the bone,
or by running the point of the knife in the
elrele of the middle, and eutting thin elroular

slices, thus keeping the ham moist ; and lagtly,
by beginning at knuckle and slicing up-
ward,

Dellcious Oyster Fle.

Lovers of oysters will read the following
recipo with approval; Line n buttered lukln,
dish with pastry, and place in it s layer o
fine large oysters. Rub two tablespoonfuls
of butter smooth with as much flour, and
place small bits of it here and there on the
oysters, Bprinkle with pepper and salt
Follow this with another layer of oysters,
dotted with butter and seasoned as before,
Continue this process until the dish is full,
Pour in enough oyster liguor to fill the dish
to within an inch of the top, and cover all
with & rich pastry, Bake until a delicate
brown,

Points in Making Angel Cake.

Bucoess in angel cake depends upon the
manner of making and baking. Miss Parloa
directs that the whites of tho eggs should be
boaten to a stilf, white froth, then the sugar
beaten gradoally into them, and fioally the
flour and cream of tartar should be added
and the mixture beaten thoroughly, Now
place in a very moderate oven and bake
slowly. Thorough beating and slow baking
are what give s fine, moist texture, The
croam of tartar gives the cake that pearly
whiteness and neutralizes the peculiar flavor
of the whites of the eggn

Chicken Rissoles.

Take cold baked chicken loft from dinner;
free the meat from the bones and chop fine,
Ruba little dried bread into fine crumbs, and
to this add any heated ligquor of chicken, or
hot water, and moisten the bread thoroughly,
To a pint bowl full of crumbs and meat—the
proportion may be as necessity makes it—
allow one teaspoonful of salt, one of pepper,
one of sifted sage and one heaplng teaspoon-
ful of butter, Make into little cakes, dust
with flour and fry to a light brown.
